dered woman, the only parts not con­ 
tained in the trunk, at his home in 
Somerville. 
He also gave a plausible 
reason in a rem ark by his wife, which 
he says, was incited by her belief that 
he was unfaithful.

th et he struck her, knocking her down 
a flight of stairs. 
He declares from

m orning he had no recollection of any­ 
thing. 
When he awoke he found the 
body lying at the foot of the stairs, 
the throat slashed from ear to ear. On 
this portion of his confession the po­ 
lice placed the least credence. 
Attorney William S. Scranton, who 
had been procured for the defense of 
Jo rd an by his brother-in-law, Jesse L. 
Liverm ore, a cotton m arket operator 
of New York, states he already has 
evidence of J o rd a n ’s m ental deran g e­ 
m en t several weeks before the m ur­ 
der, and in this case the m u rd ere r’s 
insanity m ay account for some lapse 
in his confession, although as a whole 
It is rem arkably clear. 
W hen arraigned in police court Jo r­ 
dan pleaded guilty to the charge of 
murder. 
The case was continued until 
Friday, Sept. l l , and Jordan rem and­ 
ed to jail.

In a series 
of articles by 
Alonzo 
W asson, one of its staff 
correspond 
ents, the Galveston News is discus 
sing the m eans of protecting the bot 
tom s 
along 
the 
rivers 
of 
Texas 
against the disastrous floods that so 
often sweep over these fertile lands 
leaving ruin and desolation when the 
w aters recede. In the chapter of Mr 
W asson's story which 
was published 
in W ednesday’s News, many of the 
people of Bryan and Brazos county 
have a personal interest, as the fol 
lowing extract will show: 
People having farm s 
along 
the 
Brazos River 
in Burleson 
County 
have already taken steps to protect 
them selves from the overflow of that 
stream . Six out of the 
last 
seven 
years they have suffered in varying 
degree, and this year their 
losses 
have been so heavy as to move them 
to action. The stretch they propose 
to levee begins at Moseley's ferry, a1 
most opposite Bryan, and continues 
down the 
river 
for a distance 
of 
twenty-seven miles as it m eanders 
At the lower end of the levee it will 
be necessary to build at alm ost right 
angles a levee about three miles long 
to throw off the w ater that comes 
from the hills, so th at altogether the 
ive Reading—1st Psalm .

No 
thirty miles of levee. This will p ro t­ 
ect about 48,000 acres of land that is 
in cultivation, and, according 
to a 
prelim inary estim ate, the cost will be 
approxim ately 
$200,000. 
T his 
is 
equivalent to about $4 per acre, which 
considering the service to be perform ­ 
ed. is trifling. If the levee had been 
in place this year it would have saved 
its cost two or three 
tim es over, a 
fact so thoroughly appreciated by the 
farm ers and planters ot that section 
th at they are alm ost a unit in favor­ 
ing the project. Of this 48,000 acres, 
fully 30,000 are owend by six 
men. 
and the rem ainder is owned by about 
fifty-five m en. In other words, plant­ 
ers and farm ers are neighbors to one 
another. Yet, though there is a vast 
difference in their circum stances, ail 
but three of the property ow ners in 
this prolapsed district have signed a 
petition in the hope that they can 
bring about relie> under the provi­ 
sions of the drainage act. More than 
a month ago, or July 14, they present­ 
ed this petition to the 
Commission­ 
ers Court of Burleson County for the 
appointm ent of an engineer to survey 
the proposed district and mark the 
lines for the levees. On Aug. lo this 
petition was granted, 
but the 
ap­ 
pointment of an engineer has been 
deferred to perm it 
the 
petitioners, 
who have raised the money by pop­ 
ular subscription to pay the engineer, 
to find a man experienced 
in 
this 
kind of work. The man chosen by the 
com m issioners will be appointed by 
the court, and when he shall have

Howard W, Key, son of Judge W. 
M . Key of the Court of Civil Appeals 
of Austin, was elected to the 
chair 
of Electrical Engineering and 
Phys­ 
ics. He is a graduate of the University 
of Texas, and of the Boston Ins:Rule 
of Technology and for several years 
has had practical experience in Elect­ 
rical work with the General Electric 
Co. of Schenectady, New York. His 
education and 
practical 
experience 
qualify him em inently 
well for 
the 
duties of his position. He was highly 
recom m ended for the position by such 
m en as T. II. T aylor of the Univer­ 
sity of 
Texas, 
President 
D. 
F. 
Houston and other eom petenl judges 
el his fitness for such work. 
D r. Isaac A lexander of Henderson, 
Texas, who has for a num ber of years 
been a prom inent figure in the M. E. 
Church and who has had fifteen years 
in school work w as elected to fill the 
position of chaplain. It is not known 
w hether Dr. -Alexander will accept the 
position or not, but the wide field of 
usefulness opened to him here will 
prove an attraction to him. 
The Board spent a large part of its 
m orning session in going over 
and 
thoroughly considering a revision of 
the Rules and Regulations of the col­ 
lege that have been m ade by a com 
m ittee of the faculty appointed for 
that purpose. It is believed th at this 
thorough over hauling of the rules, 
m any of which had becom e.obsolete, 
will be very helpful to discipline.

Professor Herrick, professor of en­ 
tomology in the A. & M. College of 
M ississippi, was elected to the posi 
tion of State entomologist.

of the ablest men in that line of work 
in the South.
